Mattapoisett Formally Dedicates New Library

Mattapoisett Town Historian and ardent library supporter 
Seth F. Mendell noted that in a time when many local communities 
are faced with fiscal constraints that either preclude them from ex- 
panding or renovating their existing libraries or, even worse, force 
them to close the facilities altogether, Mattapoisett remains unique 
in having been able to save their historic library and improve it in 
the process. 

"Here we have a wonderful structure that so well embod- 
ies both the old and the new," Mr. Mendell said. "It's also unique 
in that we are standing in front of a $5.5 million building that only 
cost the taxpayers of Mattapoisett $2 million, thanks to a state grant 
from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners and pri- 
vate donations." 

Mr. Mendell should know something about the 106-year- 
old Mattapoisett Free Public Library building because his great- 
grandfather was responsible for providing the funding to build the 
original library back in 1902. 

"You're looking at the fourth generation (involved in this 
project)," he said. 

So it was with a great deal of pride that Mr. Mendell presid- 
ed over the formal ribbon-cutting and dedication ceremony for the 
newly-expanded and renovated Mattapoisett Free Public Library 
held on Tuesday afternoon, July 15.

residents clustered against the red-brick building seeking 
shade from the hot, late-afternoon sun, Mr. Mendell ex- 
plained how this was a project 12 years in the making and 
how despite many setbacks and obstacles along the way, 
they finally have a new library of which the town can be 
very proud.

world as a sprint triathlon where the top finishers com- 
plete the course in under an hour. The race is one of a se- 
ries of endurance challenges that take place each summer 
throughout the Southcoast region with events scheduled 
virtually every weekend during the season.

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no. This is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vaccina- 
tion for Rabies are a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Annual visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed, happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity, and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

ers which is currently under a Chapter 61A conservation 
restriction. The board unanimously voted to pass on their 
purchase of the parcel under the "right of first refusal'' 
option. 

At 7:05 pm the board opened a Dog Hearing 
upon a complaint against Ed Rose and his dogs located in 
a kennel on his property on Walnut Plain Road. 

Resident and abutter Tim Scholz first noted that 
he and his fellow neighbors are seeking relief under Mas- 
sachusetts General Laws (MGL) Chapter 140, Section 157, 
with regard to dogs being a nuisance. 

'T think the number of people here pretty much 
constitutes a public nuisance,'' Mr. Scholz said. 'T have 
copies of the police records which show in 2008 there 
were eight complaints against (the Rose dogs). We live 
across an open field from where Mr. Rose has placed his 
dogs. The dogs bark continuously ... up to two and three 
hours at a time. In the years that Mr. Rose has operated 
this kennel, no attempt has been made to hide the sight 
line from the road, so the dogs can see the road and bark 
at (all passing traffic). In the wintertime when there are no 
leaves, the sound travels right up to our neighborhood." 

While this hearing was convened solely to consid- 
er alleged violations under Chapter 140, Section 157, some 
residents like Mark Collins wanted to know if other issues 
could be addressed regarding Mr. Rose's dog breeding 
hobby. 

"This is a quasi-legal judicial hearing," said Town

Counsel Blair Bailey. ''Any other issue discussed outside 
the particular statute as advertised ... would require an- 
other hearing." 

Abutter George Thomas was upset that nothing 
has been done about this problem for over a year and a 
half. "We've been calling ... the Animal Control Officer 
(ACO) and the Police Department and absolutely nothing 
has been done. Someone has to be responsible for these 
dogs. We all have dogs — but we don't let them bark. 
That's all we're asking: just keep the dogs quiet. I don't 
think it's unreasonable." 

Tom Forcier, who just moved to Rochester last 
November, said within days of his moving in he heard the 
incessant barking and "thought we had made a mistake."

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"This is starting to become a bashing/' Mr. Rose 
interrupted. "People are talking about how I take care of 
my dogs. Are we going to stick to the agenda of barking 
dogs?" 

While Christopher Beck agreed that "it's all noise 
for me and my family," another of Mr. Rose's neighbors, 
Craig MacAlpine, said the only time he's heard the dogs 
barking is when people go up to the kennel. "That's the 
only time I've ever heard the dogs bark in the time I've 
spent there," he said. 

"I've called the police and had the dispatcher 
say they can hear them barking in the background," said 
Sharon Fugeron. "I just can't express the words that we 
all have for it. One night it was so unbearable ... I called 
the Selectmen's office and left a message for (Selectman) 
Nunes. It doesn't cost anything to be a good, cordial 
neighbor. We're not here making this up, (but) we've 
been left with no choice. Part of being a good pet owner is 
being responsible." 

"I've responded to a lot of the complaints," noted 
ACO Anne Estabrook. "Mr. Rose did buy barking collars, 
but they didn't work. He did buy another device and he's 
said he's tried to move the dogs so they would be inside 
at night." 

"I haven't seen anyone come to (my house) and 
ask me what needs to be done," Mr. Rose said in response 
to his neighbor's complaints. "I don't want to be a jerk 
and be a bad neighbor. Saying the dogs bark 24 hours a 
day is not the truth. I was going to (build a new kennel) 
and the Building Inspector stopped me. I want the dogs 
away from (the neighbors). But I got into a little tiff with 
(him) because I'm making a new situation for the dogs." 

According to Mr. LaCamera, he met with Mr. 
Rose after receiving numerous complaints from neighbors 
and went to Mr. Rose's house to investigate. 

"I went down there myself and as soon as I got 
there, the dogs started barking," Mr. LaCamera told Mr. 
Rose. "The dogs stopped barking because you were there. 
If you weren't there, the dogs would be barking. You said 
you would try to address the issue. You said you submit- 
ted something to the Building Inspector to build (a new 
kennel). There was no plan submitted to the Building

Inspector. So I came to you and asked when you're going 
to fix the problem. You refused to give me a timeframe. 
We wouldn't be here if you had given me a timeframe." 

Attorney Robert Perry, who was representing Mr. 
Rose, explained that his client was looking into bringing a 
used mobile home to permanently locate on his property 
from which he would strip out the plumbing and use to 
shelter the dogs.

According to neighbor Liz Barros who filed the 
original complaint, the beagle owned by Ms. Snow and 
Mr. Carlson is constantly in her yard, digging up the 
grass. 

"Basically he's been digging up our yard, in all 
areas," Ms. Barros said. "WeVe been woken up in the 
middle of the night and early in the morning with him 
barking. Fve talked to the owner and she told me they 
have an invisible fence, but they haven't installed it yet. 
The dog is constantly barking. I was on my own deck 
one morning, and he actually showed his teeth at me and 
growled. He's urinated on our mailbox and our vehicles, 
so he's marking his territory." 

"I've seen the dog out loose numerous times, and 
it's not licensed either," added ACO Anne Estabrook. 

There being no one else present to offer input, the 
board unanimously voted to close the hearing. 

With that, they also moved to have the owners 
provide proof of dog license and rabies vaccination, and 
also ordered that the dog be confined to his own property 
via non-electronic means — either tied to a run or kept in 
a fenced-in area. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 8:11 pm.

addition of a pool in 1999, the owners have added more 
cutting beds which provide magnificent splashes of color. 
A Cottage Garden on South Street displays a palette of 
intense greens — highlighted with soft pink, warm white, 
and periwinkle blue. Shaped beds, stonework, and a 
curved pathway guide the visitor past holly hedges, hos- 
tas, and a mix of hydrangea to the backyard. 

The Hermitage is an historic property located at 
the head of Sippican Harbor where the commanding view 
made it an ideal location for a Native American meeting 
ground. Early in the 1600s, pilgrims brought their cattle 
from Plymouth to graze in a warmer location during the 
winter. The small guest house in the courtyard is an origi- 
nal building. The present owners purchased the property 
from George Delano in 1916. Since then the original farm- 
house has been replaced, but the gardens inside the stone 
walls are more than 100 years old. 

And finally The Moorings, located on Converse 
Point in Marion, is surrounded on three sides by Buz- 
zards Bay. The gardens remain much as they were more 
than 100 years ago: hedge enclosed front gardens, cutting 
and vegetable gardens to the west side of the house, a sea- 
swept sunken garden on the bay side lined with fieldstone 
walls, and a glass-enclosed camellia garden off the dining 
room. 

Admission to each private garden is $5, or get 
discounted tickets in booklets of 6 for $25 on the day of 
the tour. Open Days are rain or shine, and no reservations

Hellboy II: The Golden Army, Starring Ron Perlman and 
Selma Blair. Directed by Guillermo del Toro. Running time: 
110 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In Hellhoy 11: The Golden Army, Guillermo del Toro lets his freak flag 
fly. The Mexican fantasist behind such sui generis dark fairy tales as The 
Devil's Backbone and Fan's Lahryrinth (and also the first Hellhoy film) clearly 
spent his childhood devouring every issue of Famous Monsters of Filmland 
he could get his mitts on, and he's still spending his childhood that way. 
Hellboy II is densely packed with creatures huge, small and human-sized, 
particularly in an episode when Hellboy (Ron Perlman) and his teammates 
from the Bureau for Paranormal Research and Defense have a look around 
some sort of troll bazaar tucked away under the Brooklyn Bridge. So many 
unspeakable and indescribable beasts lurch, waggle, and slither within the 
frame — often in the background — that the effect is less horrifying than 
celebratory. "I'm home," del Toro might be saying. 

Slight bad news first: Hellhoy II suffers — a little — from del Toro's 
shoot-the-works spirit, just as his friend Peter Jackson got lost in his Skull 
Island playpen. There's always a lot going on, though the plot is comic- 
book simple; del Toro and cowriter Mike Mignola (who created Hellboy for 
Dark Horse Comics) garland this dish so heavily that the palate becomes 
overwhelmed and even a little jaded. Like Jackson, even so fecund a magi- 
cian as del Toro just can't keep topping himself, and it must be said that the 
subtitular Golden Army, which figures in the overstuffed climax, feels like 
something out of a Mummy film. Whenever del Toro gets behind the wheel 
of a pop apocalypse like this one, cinematic gigantism takes over, not always 
to the movie's benefit. 

But still. Del Toro makes plenty of room for beauty and pathos, without 
which a monster mash is merely an advanced arts-and-crafts show. Hellboy 
is still smitten with Liz (Selma Blair), who commands fire and wishes the big 
red lug would clean up once in a while. It's a cliched conflict, but it also gets 
to the heart of their unstable relationship: bad enough he's a stogie-chomping 
alpha male — he's also a demon. Against all odds in this creature-infested 
summer blockbuster, Perlman and Blair do honest, hurtful work together. 
Hellboy 's teammate, the amphibian Abe Sapien (Doug Jones), also gets weak 
in the knees over a dame — in this case. Princess Nuala (Anna Walton), of 




a dying race of elves, whose twin brother Prince Nuada (Luke Goss) wants 
to squash all the humans and make the earth safe for inhumans again. 

The multiplex hasn't exactly been safe for humans lately; WALL^E 
told us we were becoming bloated simpletons, and Hellhoy II considers us 
inelegant little monkeys whose reaction to the extraordinary is fear and 
loathing. But I can't say these movies don't have a point: we do suck in 
a lot of ways. Yet our complicated response to movie monsters, a mix of 
dread and pity which redeems us, has powered dark fantasy film since its 
birth. At least twice, del Toro tips his hat to Universal monsters, with Boris 
Karloff intoning "We belong dead" on a TV and perhaps echoing Hellboy's 
thoughts at a self-hating moment, and the Creature from the Black Lagoon 
mirroring Abe's predicament as a fish-man in thrall to a princess. Awkward 
as the plotting is, the movie is too stubbornly weird, too deeply in love with 
freakishness, to be waved off. 

The production values are sky-high here, and del Toro scored a coup 
when he recruited Danny Elfman to compose the music this time; Elfman 
fills the soundscape with basso-profundo drama, knockabout comedy, and 
even a bit of Godzilla larking when Hellboy faces off against a giant Forest 
God, the last of its kind. Prince Nuada almost derails Hellboy by reminding 
him that this creature Hellboy wants to destroy is unique, much like Hellboy 
and his friends, and Hellboy has to make a choice: the monster or humanity? 
It's nowhere near an easy choice, and the bizarre and conflicting feelings 
this sequence — not to mention the rest of the film — raises is worthy of a 
fantasist at the top of his game. I sort of let the story — the official excuse for 
why we're really there — go by in a blur; the meat of it is in the shedding of 
a single tear by monsters who didn't think themselves capable of it. At its 
best, Hellhoy II conjures with delicate and very human magic.
